hearing to determine whether or not 
he Is now sane and in a condition to 
be released from the asylum.

that the hearing be postponed in or- 
der to give him an opportunity to at- 
tend to other business. Justice Mills 
decided that the1 hearing would be 
held in White Plains. 


Wanted Thaw Kept in Jail. 


Mr. Morschauser asked that Thaw 


be kept in the Jail of either West- 
Chester or Dutchess county until the 
hearing, but the Justice declined to 
grant this. Justice Mills, however, or- 
dered Dr. Baker, of the asylum, 
to 


permit Thaw 
.to stay 
up 
until 9 


o'clock at night on the representation 
of Thaw's counsel that he was com- 
pelled to go to bed at 8 p. m. and that 
it was too early. 
•• Mr. Morschauser declared that Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome was unneces-

asylum authorities were unnecessarily 
antagonistic. He said that all Thaw's 
papers were-taken'from,him and that 
his counsel, was permitted to consult 
with him only in the presence of other 
intimates.

British Fleet Goes Into An- 


nual Maneuvers With 


Conflict.in Mind. 


.London. June 17.—The mobilization 


of the British fleet for 
the 
annual 


maneuvers was practically completed 
this morning and something like 350 
warships are now making their way 
to their respective stations. 


The maneuvers will be secret, but 


the general scheme is understood to 
be a repetition of the plan of last 
year.. which however, 
resulted in a 


fiasco, as owing to the fog. the op- 
posing fleets never came into contact. 
The forces this year are divided into 
red. white and blue fleets. The -red 
represents a German force assigned to 
a position on the aat coast of Scot- 
land. 


.Its duty is to "oring the white or 


North sea fleet into action before the 
latter can effect a junction with the 
blue fleet, which is patrolling the west 
coast of Scotland. 


A condition of the maneuvers is that 


the white fleet can pass only through 
Pentland. Firth, or southward by way 
or Dover straits.

land 'to the New York Times. 
Mrs 


Francis Folsom Cleveland, .widow of 
the late president at the beginning 01 
the trial had testified that the signa- 
ture of Mr. Cleveland attached to the 
article was a forgery. 


The article was admitted in evi 


dence at the close of the session 
on 


Tuesday. 
On cross-examination by 


attorneys for the.defense Mr. Lincoln 
stated that he had twice sent a re- 
porter to F..S. Hastings, one of the 
executors of Mr. Cleveland's will 
to 


ascertain if the article was genuine 
Two'letters which the witness said 
the reporter had secured from 
Mr 


Hastings were admitted in evidence 
In one of them over the signature of 
F. S.. Hastings, the statement 
was 


made that.' the 
writer had 
given 


Brandenburg a "formal written assign- 
ment, by which he has the exclusive 
right -to such article." 


Thought Article Genuine. 


The second letter in part said " 


have examined the signature submit 
ted to me by Mr. Ybarra nd 
com 


pared it with others of Mr. 
Cleve 


land's and believe that the one sub 
niitted by.Mr. Ybarra is genuine, 
have no reason to believe that the ar 
tide furnished you by Mr. Branden- 
burg purporting to have been written 
by Mr. Cleveland is not genuine." 


Mr. Lincoln adhered under cross ex- 


amination'to his positive identification 
of the article as the one Brandenbur. 
had given him. He had cut off the sig. 
nature and preserved it in a small en- 
velope after sending- the article to th< 
composing room, he testified. 


The original article had teen return- 


eo to Brandenburg after its publica- 
tion, he said. 
Brandenburg- had ob- 


jected to the signature having- been cm 
oil and he informed the defendant that 
the signature would not be given up 
because the genuineness of the article 
had been questioned. He did not know 
that Brandenburg had later voluntar- 
ily returned the article to the news 
paper office.

anything nbout intending to sell" the 
article to the republican national com- 
mittee, but stated that' that commit- 
tee had called the office on the tele- 
phone and asked permission to use the 
article and credit it to the Times.

Viborg, Finland, June 17.—The Brit- 


ish steamer Northbure. Captain Rob- 
ortson, was fired upon lust night by i\ 
Russian torpedo boat for approaching 
too close to the bay of Finnish coast 
vhere Emperor Nicholas and Emperor 
William are to meet today. 


The Northburg was hailed off Wiro- 


liipti. Island of Bioroke. The projec- 
tile from the torpedo boat pierced a 
steam pipe and one member of the 
crew of the English vessel was wound- 
ed. The incident shows the extreme 
nervousness of the Russians. 


Russian torpedo boats have been pa- 


trolling Pitkipas bay, the rendezvous 
of tile two emperors, and It was one 
of the puard vessels that fired on the 
British ship. 


THE EMPERORS MEET. 


Helalngfors, June 17.—The German 


Imperial yacht .Hohenzollern with Em- 
peror William on board 
Joined 
the 


Russian squadron conveying Emperor 
Nicholas on board the imperial yacht 
Standart at 10 o'clock this morning. 
Emperor Nicholas Immediately went on 
board the Hohenzollern and welcomed 
Emperor William. All the ships pres- 
ent were dressed and manned. 


NO WORD IN LONDON. 


London, June 17.—No report has yet 


reached the foreign office here of a 
British steamer having been flred on 
by a Russian torpedo boat In the vi- 
cinity of Viborg.

New York. June 17.—Discussion of, 


he political problems confronting the 
ountry through the development of 
power by large corporations is made 
n vigorous language by ex-President 
Roosevelt in his article in 'this week's 
Outlook. Taking for his subject "The 
Thraldom ot Names," Mr. Roosevelt 
says It behooves our people never to 
be misled by designing people who ap- 
ical to the reverence for or antipathy 
toward a given name In order 
to 


achieve some alien purpose. The rule 
ot a mob, he declares, may be as tyran- 
nical and oppressive as,the rule of a 
single individual, and the rule of an 
oligarchy, whether this oligarchy Is a 
plutocracy or- a bureaucracy may be 
us sordid and bloodthirsty as that ot a 
mob; 
but tlie mob leaders usually state 


that all that they are doing is neces- 
sary to advance the cause ot "liberty,1 


while the dictator and "oligarchy are 
usually tletended upon the ground that 
the course they follow Is absolutely 
necessary so as to secure "order." 


"Many excellent people are taken in 


by the use of the word 'liberty' at the 
one time." says the ex-president, "and 
the use ot the word 'order1 at the other 
and Ignore the simple fact that despot- 
ism is despotism, tyranny tyranny, op- 
pression oppression, 'whether commit- 
ted by one individual or by many in- 


democracy "of today. 
This law must 


be efficient, and therefore It must be 
administered by executive officers, and 
not by lawsuits in the courts. It this 
Is not done, the agitation to increase 
out of all measure the share of the 
government In the work will receive 
an enormous Impetus. The movement 
for government control of the great 
business corporations is 
no more r 


movement against liberty than a move 
ment to put stop to violence Is a move- 
ment against liberty. The huge irre- 
sponsible corporation which demands 
liberty from the supervision ot gov 


Is'a good citizen. Whether he be rl 
or whether he be poor, and we mu 
mercilessly attack the man who do 
evil, wholly without regard to wheth 
the'evil Is done In high or low plac 
whether It. takes the form of horn 
cldal violence among members of a 
federation of miners, or of unscrupu- 
lous craft and greed in the head of 
some great Wall street corporation."

ANIMAL SLAUGHTER IN FRANCE. 


Strict Inspection to Be Sure They are 


not Diseased. 


Reques's for information regarding 


sausage casings in France having been 
sent to the United States Consul Gen- 
eral in Paris, he replies that no sp> 
cial supervision Is given to entrails, 
but that no animal may be slaughter- 
ed for food there unless it has first 
been under veterinary inspection." If 
It has been found'sound the viscera 
are also regarded safe without further 
examination. 


When a cow, hog or sheep proves 


to be afflicted with disease when 
killed, steps are taken to prevent its 
use as food. If the disease is not 
contagious the body Is impregnated 
with petroleum. If the animal suffers 
from a disease which may be trans- 
mitted, body, hide, entrails, horns and 
hoofs must be burned. Cattle which 
show traces of tuberculosis are treat- 
ed wfch petroleum but no restriction 
is put on the ordinary uses of the 
hide horns and hoofs. In come cased 
where the meat is •destined for use in 
menageries the authorities refrain 
from applying oil. but supervise the 
business of. feeding the carnivorous 
animals for which the meat is In- 
tended. 


These regulations apply to the cat- 


tle, hogs and sheep sold by farmers to 
rural butchers, as well as to the ani- 
mals slaughtered for food in big cities.

Confirmation of Darwin's Theory that 


Man I* Closely Related to Primate*. 
For some years past the eminent 


tfriUsh ophthalmologist, Dr. Lindsay 
Johnson, has been investigating the 
eyes ot animals, and has made some 
valuable discoveries of great Interest 
to zoology and our knowledge of the 
evolution of various animals. One of 
the most remarkable of these re-, 
searches Is a confirmation of Dar- 
win's theory that man is closely re- 
lated to the primates. From his in- 
vestigations Dr. Johnson has found 
that the eyes of all the apes. Includ- 
ing man, are practically identical. 
Each has the highly complex system 
of veins and arteries, and the direct 
or parallel vision. According to this 
authority, the dog has two ancestors, 
one round-eyed and the other oval- 
:yed. The first is the hyena, and the 
latter the bear through the raccoon. 
All animals exposed to chase by ene- 
mies, such as the hare, rabbit, and 
squirrel, can see all around, and all 
the rodentla squint 
The lower an 


animal in the scale, the further Is its 
eye from parallel vision. According 
to this authority also, the corpus 
nlger, or black body of pigment, in 
the eye of the horse, which has proved 
such a source of speculation to the 
naturalist, veterinarians, and zoolog- 
ists, reveals through the ophthalmo- 
scope a. new means of tracing the an- 
cestry and relationship of the horse. 
The eye curtain is precisely the 
same as that which is found in all 
tropical animals, such as the onega, 
camel, antelope, etc., and fulfills one 
important function—the protection of 
the eye from sunlight. One result of 
Dr. Johnson's researche-:, according 
to Prof. Ray Lankester, th.e celebrated 
zoologist, will necessitate a reclassl- 
flcation In one section of zoology.

Roman Nomenclature. 


The noble Romans were peculiar 


In their system •-* nomenclature. They 
had the praenomen. the nomeh and 
the cognomen. The first of these 
distinguished the individual and was 
equivalent to our Christian or baptis- 
mal name. It was usually indicated 
by a single'letter, as A. for Aulus, or 
by two. letters, as Ap. for Applus, or 
three, as Ser. for Servius. The nomen 
was distinctive of the gens or clan, 
and has no corresponding appella- 
tive among us. The. cognomen was 
placed last, and designated the"faml- 
liae, precisely answering to our sur- 
name. Sometimes a fourth name was 
added, the agnomen, in consequence 
of a. renowned action, some conspicu- 
ous event of life or feature of charac- 
ter. Scipio, in addition to his regular 
names, was styled Afrlcanus after his 
conquest of Carthage. The name 
Germanicus was assumed by those 
who distinguished themselves in the 
wars with the Germans. 


Original Names. 


With the exception of a few fami- 


lies in Athens and Sparta, the Greeks 
had no family names. Latin sur- 
names were derived from various 
qualities of mind or body, as Cato, 
from catus, wise; Crassus, fat; Macer, 
lean; Calvus, bald, etc. Originally 
names were all signified. 
This Is 


strikingly the rase among the abori- 
gines of America, our American In- 
dians, as Red Jacket, Black Dirt, etc.- 
It is possible that his intimates and 
a few of his wives called King Solo- 
mon "Sol." We speak of the sun as 
"sol." 
But 
Solomon in 
Hebrew 


means peace. Who ever heard of Mrs. 
Abraham, or Mrs. Sarah Abraham? 
Sarah means princess. The great pro- 
genitor of the Jews was not Mr. John 
Abraham, or Mr. Saul Abraham. He 
was simply Abraham, meaning the 
father of a multitude. He was origi- 
nally Abram, meaning the father of 
height, the additional syllable being 
stuck in when the promise of a 
numerous and beautiful posterity was 
renewed to aim by God.

Unique Cannon. 


It Is a curious fact that when the 


Island of Malta was in possession of 
the Templars those doughty knights 
defended' their forts by means of 
cannon cut into the solid rock. 


Each of these strange engines of 


war was capable of containing an en- 
tire barrel of gunpowder, and, It is 
said, could throw ten thousand pounds 
of projectiles. Inasmuch, however, as 
these natural cannon could not be 
aimed, fifty were cut out of the rock 
guarding the various'channels of ap- 
proach; and the vessels of that time 
were therefore unable to come with- 
in their own range before being anni- 
hilated by_ the big 'weapons of de- 
fense. 


Although the fame of these cannon 


was spread far and wide, they were 
not duplicated elsewhere, and to this 
day .they remain the only rock cannon 
of which there exists any. record. 


To Keep -Flowers Fresh. 


The popular person whose admiring 


relatives and friends shower upon her 
large and small tokens of their regard 
in the form of flowers may profit by a 
few suggestions as to how to treat 
them so they will last 


With the proper sort of care they 


could be kept alive for three or four. 
days and in some cases a week. First, 
put the flowers in paper boxes in the 
evening, wrapped in oil paper.' They 
must be sprinkled well, being careful 
not to wet the petals, as delicate roses 
and sweet peas become spotted brown 
when wet. If the stems are wet thor- 
oughly, then the flowers wrapped and 
put in a box, and kept In a good place, 
they .will be fresh. In the morning. 
Before placing them in the vases, cut 
oft about a quarter of an inch of the 
stem where it has become hardened, 
and wash thoroughly with warm water 
in order to remove all traces of slime 
or scum.

In. separating cream by force of grav- 
ity, there Is;-a greater loss of fat and 
more time is required than when' cen- 
rifugal separation is used.

milk is set for cream in shallow pans, 
he care is, greater 'and more • difficult 
.ban.in either of the .other systems. It 
s, however, the method generally in 
use .where small quantities of butter 
are made. 
Strain the -milk through 


cheese cloth.immediately after milking 
and turn into' perfectly clean pans, al- 
lowing a depth of from. two. to four 
inches. If running water is used to 
secure • quick cooling and a more even 
temperature, 
the depth • can be 'in- 


creased to even "six-inches. '.When the 
milk has set from ^verity-four.'to"thir- 
ty-six hours, take off the'cream with 
a skimmer, gathering but little milk 
Put- in an" earthen-- jar, set in a coo 
place, • but not -cool enough to freeze

After the attack in the barracks, 


which fell into the hands of the muti- 
neers, all Americans of the post and 
sixteen of the native constabulary who 
remained loyal gathered In the convent 
and resisted the assaults of the muti- 
neers. The women remained cool and 
fearless during , tho 
defence 
of the 


building. They assisted the men in 
every way possible, and even defied 
the mutineers. 


Captain Allen V'alker, of tho Philip- 


pine scouts, governor ot Davao prov- 
ince, was wounded during the attack 
on tho church. The pursuit of the 
twenty-three mutineers, who retired to 
the mountains when their assaults on 
the convent proved unavailing, is un- 
der way. Two companies of constab- 
ulary will later Join the pursuit of the 
mutineers, who are ot the Visayan 
tribe. 


Troops today are encircling the hills 


ot Mindanao island In a determined ef- 
fort to capture the native mutineers.

INDIANA REGIMENTS IN WAR. 


Col. Sam B. Sweet Reads Paper Be- 


fore Indianapolis Veterans. 


Indianapolis, June 17.—An Interest- 


ing feature of the regular meeting of 
George H. Thomas post. G. A. R., last 
night, was a paper by' Sam B, Sweet, 
of the Forty-fourth Indiana infantry, 
who reviewed the regimental organ- 
isations which Indiana has contributed 
in defense of the Hag since it became 
a recognized part of the union. It is 
a coincidence that the first regiment 
raised in the state fought on foreign 
soil, and so did the last; the first in 
the Mexican war, and the lust in the 
Spanish-American conflict. 


Incidentally, Mr. Sweet referred to 


the disgrace which befell Indiana in" 
the 
battle 
of Buena " Vista, when, 


through the incompetency of the col- 
onel commanding (Bowles), and possi- 
bly his cowardice, the regiment was 
compelled to retreat in rlipo-Vr. rv-f. 
ing the war of the rebellion Bowles be- 
came a prominent leader in a ire^su.i- 
able conspiracy, known as the Knights 
of the Golden Circle, for which he was 
tried by court-martial, convicted and 
sentenced to be executed, but he was 
afterward pardoned by the president. 
It was a part of history, however, that 
a part of the regiment refused to be 
stampeded, and it joined a Missouri 
regiment, commanded by Jeff 
Davis, 


and fought throughout the day with 
great gallantry. Mr. Sweet also gave 
at length the regimental organizations 
which represented Indiana In the great 
conflict between the states, as well as 
participating in the Spanish-American 
skirmish. Throughout the paper was 
informative and' interesting.. -•

INVESTIGATING BALLAST. 


Pennsy Inaugurates Tests to Determ- 


ine Best Material. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad company 


has Installed apparatus at South Al- 
toona to test the bearing qualities of 
the different kinds of roadway and 
ballast. The particular ballast for sub- 
grading is to be tested by placing It In 
a heavy box that extends across the 
track and has sufficient depth to serve 
the purpose. 
The track crosses this 


on a level and extends out on either 
side, terminating In a short and sharp 
Incline. 
The four-wheel car on this 


track la loaded with pig metal to at- 
tain any desired weight on the wheels. 
This car Is also equipped with an elec- 
tric motor. A shed built across the 
tracks carries an overhead rail from 
which a motor current Is obtained and 
a contact shoe Is on the car. When the 
current Is turned on the car moves out 
to the end of the conductor rail and 
here, as the contact Is broken, the 
power of the motor Is cut off.
